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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicants' arguments with respect to claims 1-5 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. Since the new grounds of rejection were necessitated by 
Applicants' amendment, the instant Office action has been made final. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this eounln , more than one > ear prior to the date of application for patent in the United Slates. 

3 . Claims 1 -5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by WO03/009076 
(As evidenced by U.S. Pat. No. 6,959,725 (Yoshino et al.)). Yoshino et al. disclose a valve 
comprising a body (1, 2), a valve seat (6), a bonnet (3), a diaphragm (4), an elastic member (22) 
that is an o-ring, an annular groove (19), an inner side surface (right hand side surface of groove 
19), an outer side surface (left hand side surface of element 19 in figure 1), a bottom surface 
(surface above element 15 in figure 1), an L-shape cross section (15, 16), , wherein the inner side 
surface that is inclined (90 degrees) that corresponds to the elastic member (figure 1), and an 
annular projection (to the left of element 15 in figure 1) that abuts against the surface of the 
diaphragm (4).
